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The 2 cases of anthrax in California were in a veterinarian 
and his helper who autopsied 2 cows.

Of the 42 cases of diphtheria reported this week, 14 were 
in Michigan, 5 each in Kansas and New Jersey, and 4 in North 
Carolina. Since January 1, 1956, Michigan has reported 128 
cases, compared with 50 for the corresponding period of 1955. 
Almost half (62) of the cases in the State have occurred since the f irs t of October. Only Texas has reported more cases (169) 
than Michigan, but in 1955 the corresponding number was 197.

EPIDEMIOLOGICAL REPORTS
Arsenic poisoningDr. Charlotte Silverman, Maryland State Department of 
Health, has supplied information on cases reported as “ botu­
lism ” in last week’s report. The provisional diagnosis of bot­
ulism  was quickly changed to arsenic poisoning when the cases 
were investigated. Two young children andthe fatherhave died, 
and other mem bers of the family are being treated  in a hos­
pital. The source of the infection appears to have been water 
from a cistern  into which arsenic had been introduced. The 
cistern  was located on the prem ises occupied by the family. 
The source of the arsenic is under investigation.
Rabies in batsThe California State Department of Public Health has r e ­
ported the finding of 2 rabid bats in Shasta County th is year. 
One was a hoary bat, Lasiurus cinereus. Negri bodies were 
detected in its  brain; the confirmation was made by animal in­
oculation. The second was a Mexican free-ta iled  bat, Tadarida mexicana. which was found paralyzed in a downtown shop. Mi­
croscopic examination of this bat’s brain was negative for 
Negri bodies, but mice inoculated with brain m aterial devel­
oped rabies in 7 days. Four other rabid bats have been found 
in California—1 ea rlie r  this year, 2 in 1955, and 1 in 1954.
Psittacosis

The California State Department of Public Health has given 
epidemiological information on 6 cases of psittacosis reported in the State since January 1, 1956. Three of these were con­
firm ed by fourfold r ise s  in complement fixation tite rs , 2 by

tite rs  of 1:16 and 1:64, and the other by X-ray findings and clinical symptoms. One of the patients had been doing research  
on psittacosis, and the others had had contact with psittacine 
birds.
Leptospirosis

Dr. Jam es R. Amos, M issouri Department of Public Health 
and Welfare, has reported a case of leptospirosis in a packing­house worker. About 10 days p rio r to onset of his illness the worker had cut his right elbow on a slaughter chute. The le ­
sion healed without incident. The illness was characterized by 
sudden onset of shaking chills and fever of 105 degrees. These 
symptoms were followed by nasal congestion and persistent frontal headache. Serologic tes ts  for typhoid fever, brucello­
sis, and tularem ia were negative. Leptospirosis was suspect­
ed, and a specimen sent to the PHS Laboratory in Chamblee, 
Georgia, showed a t ite r  of 1:512 for Leptospira pomona. The 
patient responded favorably to a combination of streptomycin and penicillin.
Disease of unknown etiology

Dr. J . P. Garen, D istric t Health Officer, New York State 
Department of Health, has reported a disease characterized by low fever, headache, and a nonpruritic maculopapular rash. 
Ten cases were reported in a village of 900 inhabitants. The 
rash  usually developed on the second day of illness and lasted 
about 2 days. It began on the face and became generalized. Adenopathy was not prominent.
Histoplasmosis

Dr. Martin P. Hines, North Carolina State Board of Health, 
has reported 2 cases of histoplasm osis among persons w hore- 
paired an old house. Approximately 3 weeks after the work was finished both persons became ill with fever, m alaise, and 
a cough. Roentgenographic findings revealed pulmonary in ­
filtration, and blood studies dem onstrated high ti te r s  to h isto­
plasm osis. Hlstoplasma capsulatum was isolated from one of 
the patients. One patient has recovered, but the other also has pulmonary tuberculosis and is  convalescing.

The house in question was old, contained wasp nests (mud- 
daubertype), was a roosting place for bats and was exceedingly 
dusty. Samples of bat droppings, dust, and p la ste r have been 
sent to a  laboratory for examination but no report of the te s ts  
has yet been received. Since renovation, the house has been 
occupied by a family. There has been no illness among the 
occupants, although the majority are  reac to rs  to the histo- plasmin skin test.
G astro-en teritis

Dr. Mason Romaine, Virginia State Department of Health, 
has reported an outbreak of gastro -en teritis  in a private fam ily '. Four persons became ill several hours after eating smoked 
pork shoulder. The pork shoulder was purchased from  a local 
g rocer and cooked the following day. Bacteriologic examination 
of a sample of the meat revealed hemolytic Staphylococcus aureus. The source of contamination was not found, but in­
adequate refrigeration in the home was considered favorable for the growth of bacteria.
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Department of Health, has reported an outbreak of gastro ­
en teritis  in a hospital. Forty-three persons developed a mild illness characterized by fever, abdmoinal cram ps, and diarrhea. 
No common source was found, and no enteric bacterial patho­gens were found in stool specimens. Presumably this was an 
outbreak of v iral gastro-enteritis.

Dr. Jam es R. Amos has reported also an outbreak of gas­
tro -en te ritis  among m em bers of 2 fam ilies in M issouri. Six 
persons became ill with fever, cram ps, vomiting, diarrhea, nausea, and headache from 10 to 14 hours after a barbecue. 
Foods served at the barbecue were ham burgers, potato salad, bread, and homemade ice cream . The ice cream  was made 
from pasteurized and some raw milk. Laboratory examination 
of the milk revealed nothing that would have contributed to the 
outbreak. Of the foods examined in a laboratory, the ice cream 
and potato salad revealed the presence of Arizona paracolon organism s.

The California State Department of Public Health has re ­
ported an outbreak of gastro-en teritis  among 74 persons fol­lowing a wedding reception. Of these, approximately 30 be­
came ill with abdominal cram ps, diarrhea, and mild prostration

from 9 to 13 hours la ter. Bacteriologic examination of ham 
served at the reception revealed the presence of gram -positive coccus, but this did not satisfy the c rite ria  for implication in 
the outbreak. The ham, cooked and already sliced, was de­
livered from a local market.

The California State Department of Public Health has re ­ported another outbreak of gastro -en te ritis  involving 9 of 13 
persons in a private residence. Canned ham was suspected 
to be the vehicle of infection, but on bacteriologic examination no pathogens were found. Symptoms did not appear until after the second time the ham was eaten. From 5^ to 12 hours after 
the second serving, all developed nausea, headache, vomiting, 
diarrhea, abdominal discomfort, and weakness.The Los Angeles County (California) Health Department 
has reported 2 sm all outbreaks of gastro-en teritis  among pe r­
sons who ate in restaurants. Eight persons became ill—5 after eating roast beef sandwiches and 3 after eating turkey sand­wiches. No food from either restaurant was available for bac­
teriologic examination. One of the restaurants was found to be extremely unsanitary, and there was evidence of mice infes­tation.

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NUMBER OF DEATHS IN 108 SELECTED CITIES

The chart shows the number of deaths reported for 108 
major cities of the United States by tfeek for the current year, 
and, for comparison, the median of the number of deaths r e ­
ported for the corresponding weeks of the 3 previous calendar 
years. (The median is  the central one of the three values a r ­
ranged in order of magnitude.) If a report is  not received from 
a city in time to be included in the total for the current week, an estim ate is  made to maintain comparability for graphic 
presentation.

The figures reported represent the number of death ce rti­
ficates received in the vital statistics offices during the week 
indicated for deaths occurring in that city. F igures compiled in this way, by week of receipt, usually approximate closely the number of deaths occurring during the week. However, 
differences a re  to be expected because of variations in the

interval between death and receipt of the certificate.
While week-to-week changes in the total number of deaths reported for all major cities generally represent a change in m ortality conditions, this may not be true for variations in 

weekly figures for each city. For example, in a city with a 
weekly average of 50 deaths, the number of deaths occurring 
in a week may be expected to vary by chance alone from 36 to 64 (d ± 2YcF, where d represen ts the average number of deaths 
per week).The number of deaths in cities of the same size may also 
differ because of variations in the age, race, and sex com­
position of their populations, and because some cities are  hos­
pital centers serving the surrounding areas. Changes from 
year to year in the number of deaths may be due in part to pop­ulation increases or decreases.
